REMOVAL OF RESTRICTIONS 


Washington, May 26— The ex­ 
tent to which the administration 
is willing to go toward the remov­ 
al of restrictions on allotments in 
Indian Territory is indicated in a 
bill which Senator Clapp intro­ 
duced in the Senate yesterday. 
The chief objection to proposi­ 
tions of this kind heretofore has 
been that the coal and oil probab­ 
ly underlie a large part of the al­ 
lotted land, and that to permit 
its alienation would result in this 
land becoming acquired by cor­ 
porations. The bill introduced 
yesterday is designed to prevent 
this. 
It provides that the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior shall deter­ 
mine what of the lands may be 
reasonably classified as mineral 
lands, and these are to be set 
aside by executive proclamation. 
From time to time, however, the 
President may eliminate by proc 
lamation such lands as it may 
seem are not mineral, and these 


lands become susceptible of alien­ 
ation. 
The removal of restrictions is 
in this language: 
“All restrictions on the aliena 
tion of lands which have been or 
may hereafter be allotted to In­ 
dian allottees of the Five Civiliz­ 
ed Tribes are hereby removed 
except as to full bloods, and lands 
which may be classified as coal, 
oil, or gas lands as provided here­ 
in: 
provided that no lease of ag­ 
ricultural lands for a term ex­ 
ceeding one year, nor any miner­ 
al lease of lands from which the 
restrictions have not been remov­ 
ed shall be valid unless approved 
by the Secretary of the Interior, 
and shall be subject to such regu 
lations as he may prescribe; and 
no land from which the restric 
tions are not removed shall be 
alienated or encumbered without 
the approval of the Secretary of 
the Interior.

How to Keep the Mower in Good Or­ 
d er-B etter to Mow Twice Than 
Once a Week. 


NICE VEGETABLE SOUP. 


Takes Almost Whole Day to Cook, 
But a Fine Meal A fter Long 
Hours of H ard Work. 


Italian vegetable 
soup 
requires a 
slow fire and a whole day for cooking 
but it is very good, and is a supper 
to look forward to after a hard day’s 
work outdoors. 
It calls for a pound 
of beef, a cupful of red or white beans 
one-half cupful of split peas, four to­ 
matoes, three carrots, two onions, four 
potatoes, parsley, 
celery, 
spinach, a 
cupful of butter, 
nutmeg, cinnamon 
pepper, salt, cheese and bread. 
Put 
the beef on covered with cold water 
and add a large pinch of salt. Cut al! 
the vegetables in small pieces, but do 
not chop. 
When the meat has cooked 
for nearly an hour, put all the vege­ 
tables In with the meat except 
the 
potatoes. Allow the soup to cook near­ 
ly all day. 
Twenty minutes before 
serving brown the onions, cut up tine. 
in the butter; remove the pieces of 
onion and add tomatoes; put in 
th® 
potatoes, also cut fine; add tomatoe®, 
butter, etc., to meat and vegetable® 
Brown in the oven buttered bread cut 
in squares, grate the cheese on to the 
bread and serve both in the soup — 
Rural New Yorker.

The ordinary machine oil used upon 
larger machines than the lawn mower, 
on wa£ons, etc., is too heavy for the 
lawn mower except in very hot weath- 
jr and should be thinned with an 
?qual amount of kerosene.

chine will keep in perfect working or- 
ier for a great length of time with­ 
out cleaning and the 
lawn 
mower 
which is run through so much dust 
and dirt should be taken apart once 
or twice every season, each part care­ 
fully cleaned and wiped 
and 
then 
freshly oiled. 
The 
machines 
with 
large wheels and ball bearings run 
more easily than many of the older 
patterns, but the latter, if -kept in 
perfect order, will run with compara­ 
tive ease and will do good service for 
many years. 
W hen the lawn clippings are {short, 
not over an inch in length, they will 
ettle down among the grass stems 
;nd decay, but lf they are too Ion 
or are wet they will bunch and in 
ver\ warm weather will smother the 
grass stalks and roots under them. In 
most cases it will require less time 
and effort to mow' twice a w*eek iqirl 
let the clippings drop on the ground 
and remain there than to cut but oner 
a week and rake up the clippings, as 
roust ofi en be done.—Chicago Chron­ 
icle.

TIMELY FLORAL NOTES. 


The Season for Various Favorites and 
the Commoner Flowers Not to 
Be Despised. 


Oriental poppies, with 
very 
large 
and Imposing peony-like flowers, make 
a brave show in the garden from the 
end of May through the first weeks of 
June.

Both are biennials; that 
is, 
start from the seed one 
year 
and 
blossom and die the next. 
They are 
much more effective grown in clumps 
Marigolds, both the double French 
and the double African, are apt lo be 
treated 
with 
contumely during 
the 
reign of more delicate and beautiful 
summer flowers, but with what grate­ 
fulness we turn to them In October, 
when everything else is gone! 
The new varieties of zinnias are by 
no means to be despised. 
They are 
fine In color, many new shades having 
been developed, are very double, 
and 
are fine for house decoration, 
the 
stems being long and stiff. 
Ida D. Bennett says she has grown 
salvia splendens (scarlet sage) to a 
height of five feet, in a bed of marsh 
earth kept well supplied with water 
through a pipe. Salvia will do well ir. 
the hottest sun if well supplied with 
water.—Michigan Live Stock Journal. 


Saratoga Chips. 
Wash and pare medium sized pota- 
taes, slice very thin (I use a slaw cut­ 
ter for slicing), drop them into cold 
water as they are cut and let them 
remain there until they are very firm. 
Have a kettle on the stove about half 
full of lard. 
Lift potatoes out of the 
cold water and put into a clean, white 
cloth. 
Press them in this until they 
are quite dry; then drop them into 
the smoking hot lard. 
Let them fry 
a delicate brown. 
When done 
lift 
them out with a wire spoon. Sift salt 
over them as soon as they are taken 
out, while warm. 
To have them 
at 
their best, they should be used when 
first made.

PROVIDES FOR PIECEMEAL 


REMOVAL OF RESTRICTIONS 


Washington, May 26—The ex- 


tent to which the administration 
is willing to go toward the remov- 
al of restrictions en allotments in 
Indian Territory is indicated in a 
bill which Senator Clapp intro- 
duced in the Senate yesterday. 
The chief objection to proposi- 
tions of this kind heretofore baa 
been that the coal and oil probab- 
ly underlie a large part . of the al- 
lotted land, and that to permit 
its alienation would result in this 
land becoming acquired by cor- 
porations. The bill introduced 
yesterday is designed to prevent 
this. It provides that the Secre- 
tary of the Interior shall deter- 
mine what of the lands may be 
reasonably classified as mineral 
lands, and these are to be set 
aside by executive proclamation. 
From time to time, however, the 
President may eliminate by proc 
lamation such lands as it may 
seem are not mineral, and these i 


lands become susceptible of alien- 
ation. 


The removal of restrictions is 


in this language: 


"All restrictions 'on the aliena 


tion of lands which have been or 
may hereafter be allotted to In- 
dian allottees of the Five Civiliz- 
ed Tribes are hereby removed 
except as to full bloods, and lands 
which may be classified as coal, 
oil, or gas lands as provided here- 
in: provided that no lease of ag- 
ricultural lands for a term ex- 
ceeding one year, nor any miner- 
al lease of lands from which the 
restrictions have not been remov- 
ed shall be valid unless approved 
by the Secretary of the Interior, 
and shall be subject to such regu 
lations as he may prescribe; and 
no land from which the reatric 
tions are not removed shall be 
alienated or encumbered without 
the approval of the Secretary of 
the Interior.

Added to it as an amendment the 
bill provided for an inspection of 
fresh meats intended for domestic 
consumption. 


The provision is along the gen- 


eral hnea of the law for the in 
spection of meats intended to be 
shipped abroad, and the work is 
delegated to t.he bureau of animal 
industry. It requires that ac: 
cepted meats shall be labelled, 
and authorizes the destruction of 
condemned products. 
It also 


authorizes inspect fan of all ani- 
mals before they enter the pack- 
ing house?; requires that those es- 
tablishments shall be maintained 
in a sanitary condition, gives the 
inspectors access to all depart 
ments of them, and forbids inter- 
state commerce in fresh meats 
which are not marked by the in- 
spection. The expense of the 
inspection is to be borne by the 
owners and a fine of $10,000 and 
imprisonment for two years are 
fixed as penalties for the violation 
of the provision.

THE LAWN AND LAWN MOWER 


Italian vegetable soup requires a 


slow fire and a whole day for cooking, 
but It is very good, and is a supper 
to look forward to after a hard day's 
work outdoors. 
It calls for a pound 


of beef, a cupful of red or white beans, 
one-half cupful of split peas, four to- 
matoes, three carrots, two onions, four 
potatoes, parsley, celery, spinach, a 
cupful of butter, 
nutmeg, cinnamon, 


pepper, salt, cheese and bread. 
Put 


the beef on covered with cold water 
and add a large pinch of salt. Cut all 
the vegetables in small pieces, but do 
not chop. When the meat has cooked 
for nearly an hour, put all the vege- 
tables in with the meat except 
the 


potatoes. Allow the soup to cook near- 
ly t all day. 
Twenty minutes before 


serving brown the onions, cut up fine. 
In the butter; remove the pieces of 
onion and add tomatoes; put in the 
potatoes, alao cut fine; add tomatoes, 
butter, etc., to meat and vegetable*. 
Brown in the oven buttered bread cut 
in squares, grate the cheese on to the 
jread and serve both In the soup.— 
Hural New Yorker.

The blades, of the.Jawn 
mower strike the cutting bar in such 
a manner as to be largely self-sharp- 
aning and no machine, if well oiled 
and adjusted, will need

unless it is run into stones or other 
hard substances, that may dull or bend 
the knives.

on wagons, etc., Is too heavy for the 
lawn mower except in very hot weath- 
er and should be thinned with an 
aqual amount of kerosene,

chine will keep in perfect working or- 
der for a great length of time with- 
out cleaning and the 
lawn mower 


which is run through so much dust 
and dirt should be taken apart once 
or twice every season, each part care- 
fully cleaned and wiped 
and 
then 


freshly oiled, 
The 
machines with 


large wheels and ball bearings run 
more easily " than many of the older 
patterns, but the latter, If .kept i» 
perfect order, will run with compara- 
tive ease and will do good service for 
many years. 


When the lawn clippings are Short, 


not over an inch in length, they will 
settle down among the grass stems 
and decay, but If they are too long 
or are wet they will bunch and in 
very warm weather will smother the 
grass stalks and roots under them, in 
most cases it will require less time 
and effort to mow twice a week £%id 
let the clippings drop on the ground 
and remain there than to cut but once 
a week and rake irp the clippings, as 
must often be done.—Chicago Chron- 
icle.

Lift potatoes out of the 
cold water and put into a clean, white 
cloth. Press them in this until they 
are quite dry; then drop them into 
the smoking hot lard..

PROVIDES FOR PIECEMEAL 


REMOVAL OF RESTRICTIONS 


Washington, May 26.—The ex- 


tent to which the administration 
is willing to go toward the remov- 
al of restrictions en allotments in 
Indian Territory is indicated in a 
bill which Senator Clapp intro- 
duced in the Senate yesterday. 
The chief objection to proposi- 
tions of this kind heretofore haa 
been that the coal and oil probab- 
ly naderlie a large part ,. of the al- 
lotted land, and that to permit 
its alienation would result in this 
land becoming acquired by cor- 
porations. The bill introduced 
yesterday is designed to prevent 
this. It provides that the Secre- 
tary of the Interior shall deter- 
mine what of the lands may be 
reasonably classified as mineral 
lands, and these are to be set 
aside by executive proclamation. 
From time to time, however, the 
President may eliminate by proc 
latnation such lands as it may 
seem are not mineral, and these 


lands become susceptible of alien- 
ation. 


The removal of restrictions is 


in this language: 


"All restrictions 'on the aliena 


tion of lands which have been or 
may hereafter be allotted to In- 
dian allottees of the Five Civiliz- 
ed Tribes are hereby removed 
except as to full bloods, and lands 
which may be classified as coal, 
oil, or gas lands as provided here- 
in: provided that no lease of ag- 
ricultural lands for a term ex- 
ceeding one year, nor any miner- 
al lease of lands from which the 
restrictions have not been remov- 
ed shall be valid unless approved 
by the Secretary of the Interior, 
and shall be subject to such regu 
lations as he may prescribe; and 
no land from which the reatric 
tions are not removed shall be 
alienated or encumbered without 
the approval of the Secretary of 
the Interior.

BILL PASSES WITH MEAT 


INSPECTION AMENDMENT 


Washington, 
May 
26.—The 


senate yesterday passed the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill carry- 
ing an appropriation of $7,800,000 
And without a word of debate or 
an objection from any source. 
Added to it as an amendment the 
bill provided for an inspection of 
fresh meats intended for domestic 
consumption. 


The provision is along the gen- 


eral lines of the law for the in 
spection of meats intended to be 
shipped abroad, and the work is 
delegated to the bureau of animal 
industry. It requires that ac: 
cepted meats shall be labelled, 
and authorizes the destruction of 
condemned products. 
It also 


authorizes inspect fan of all ani- 
mals before they enter the pack 
ing house?; requires that those es 
tablishtnents shall be maintained 
in a sanitary condition, gives the 
inspectors access to all depart 
ments of them, and forbids inter- 
state commerce in fresh meats 
which are not marked by the in- 
spection. The expense of the 
inspection is to be borne by the 
owners and a fine of $10,000 and 
imprisonment for two years are 
fixed as penalties for the violation 
of the provision.

I am about to confess to you, Dor- 


othy, a little weakness of mine. 
I 


cannot endure a book that is covered 
either with a loose paper protection, 
or a tightly fitting extra garb of nny 
fabric whatever. 
Wheii a new book 


comes into my hands the first thing 
I do, unless 1 expect to lend It, is to 
throw away the pretty outside cover- 
Ing, which in these days publishers 
put on new books. 
If I think Urn I 
shall have occasion to lend the oook 
after awhile to a friend, or 
to a 


girl neighbor, or perhaps to one of you, 
to whom I am writing, I take pains to 
preserve the portable cover, and I slip 
it on before the book leaves my posses- 
sion. 


Let me whisper to you that very 


few people love their books as I love 
mine, and that very few people .care 
for them as I do. I enjoy the beauty 
of fair type, fine paper, and choice 
illustrations, and I have a great regard 
for a beautiful binding. I never hold 
a book in hands that are tolled, or 
leave it face, downward and open on 
a chair or table, or hand it over to a 
child that it may keep the child quiet. 


I have lent books before now to 


very 
dear 
friends, and have had 


them returned In such a condition of 
loosened leaves, spotted pages, stained 
bindings and degenerate condition gen- 
erally, that I have at once thrown them 
into the fire and bought others One 
may really wish to share the pleasure 
a book gives her with some one she 
Is fond of, and still may hesitate it oh-) 
is aware that her friend has never 
learned to treat a book with respect 
for Us worth, and regard for Its cost. 


You can convene with him more in- 
telligently and get more profit from 
his fascinating talk than would other- 
wise be possible, if you have at your 
hand a school geography and an atlas. 
You may be reading the daily paper, 
and there you may find that war Is 
threatened with a foreign 
country. 


Tou will turn to your school history 
and learn in a few moments something 
about that country, and its relations 
with the rest of the 
globe- Tou 


will go back to the newspaper with 
Jar greater zest. The advantage of the 
school book over other books is that 
as I have already said, it is condensed 
and clear and it omits superfluous 
comment on the part of its author and 
confines Itself to actual facts. 


Of course you are interested in the 


study of nature. This is very popu- 
lar at the moment, and promises to 
be more than a passing fad. Tou have 
the latest botany 
and 
the 
latest 


zoology among your books. 
You will 


find them helpful after awhile as side- 
lights on a large and delightful class 
of books, that will tempt you in spring 
and summer on excursions out of 
doors, either to the zoological gardens 
to Inspect strange animals and rep- 
tiles, or to the wide fields to gather 
flowers and woo from Nature herself 
the story of her exquisite secrets. 


Be careful of your books, Dorothy. 


To take admirable care of books, so 
far as the outside is concerned, is the 
hall-mark of a lady. To know a good 
deal about the inside of books, to rev- 
erence them as they deserve, and to 
prize them as the 
finest 
treasures 


money can buy, a.re also hall-marks of 
those who belong to the best classes 
in civilization.
